Building Collapses. 


REAR WALL CUT BY WAGONS. 


Narrow Escape of the Employes Over 
the Collapsed Wall From Injury 
or Death in the Debris. 


The rear portion of the five-story build- 
ing at 115 Olive street collapsed at 10 o’clock 
Friday morning. Fully twenty feet of the 
wall fell into the alley to the east and the 
upper floors and wall sagged to a dangerous 
degree. The only support left for the entire 
rear end of the building was an iron screen, 
liable to berid and precipitate the whole 
back portion of the building@into: the alley. 

A number.of women and girls employed on 


the upper floor were badly frightened. Sev- 
eral ran screaming to the street and added 
to the géneral commotion, The police and 
a hook and ladder truck were sent for and 
the employes of the threatened portion of 
the building were advised to vacate. Ropes 
were stretched across the alley to keep back 
the crowds that quickly gathered and a 
cordon of police was formed at the eén- 
trances to the alley. The Building Commis- 
sioner was sent for and pending his arrival 
no action was taken by the men of the 
truck company. 

The building is occupied by the St. Louts 
Tent and Awning Company, Thomas Morri- 
son, President. The entire five floors, with 
the exception of the first floor front, which 
is occupied by the St. Louts Milk Condens- 
ing Company, J. B. Albach, Manager, were 
filled with goods, all in immediate danger of 

being precipitated into the midst of the

: directly over the portion of the wall 
th Soliapsed, and had not the falling 
walls supported by the iron screen it !s 


probabie that all would have gone down 
with the wreck and been injured or killed. 

Charlies H. Turner owns the building. It 
is said to have no accident insurance. The 
collapse was caused by a gradual cutting 
away of the wall by wagons passing along, 
the hubs rubbing from front to rear, and 
in two or three places cutting the entire 
outside course of brick out. 

No estimate can be made of the loss until 
the Building Commissioner decides upon 
what shall be done to the building. 

The building is old, constructed entirely of 
brick and stone, and has stood since 1848. 
It is a portion of the old Olive Street Hotel, 
a famous hostelry a half century ago. In 
1847 what has passed into history as the 
Levee district was fire swept. The fire ex- 
tended clear to the river, and several steam- 
boats were burned to the hull at the Olive 
getreet wharf. The building which collapsed 
Friday. was erected a year later.

Defense’s Expert Irritated by Form 
of Cross-Examination. 


TILTS WITH MERIWETHER. 


Quandary of Gov. Johnson Whether to 


Put Duestrow on the Wit- 
‘ness Stand. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., May 3.—Instead of Dr. Chad- 
dock taking the stand this morning at the 
convening of court to undergo his cross-ex- 


amination, Gov. Johnson asked permission 
to call John J. Armstrong, another St. Louis 
jail guard. This privilege was granted that 
Armstrong might take an early train to St. 
Louis. 

The witness described his relations with 
Duestrow, described the various vagaries of 
the man, giving the same old delusions 
which have been already told over and over 
again. When Gov, Johnson asked Armstrong 
what his conclusions about Duestrow were 
Armstrong replied: “‘Well, I came to the 


conclusion that he had an upper story to 
rent or had wheels.”’ 

The cross-examination elicited nothing of 
importance. 

Dr. Chaddock then took the stand. Be- 
fore beginning his cross examination of the 
witness Attorney Meriwether asked him to 
avoid so far as possible the use of all tech- 
nical phraseology. Witness udmitted that he 
had studied nervous diseases almost en- 
tirely since taking his degree. He did not 
think this had made him a one-sided man, 

‘You recall Forbes Winslow's writing that 
doctors who study this subject exclusively 
are likely to find everybody insane whom 
they set out to do so?” 

“*T do net, but in the asylum we were anx- 
ious to cure as many patients as possible.”’ 
" “Do you think you would be as anxious to 
find a patient sane if his life depended on 
your finding him insane?’’ 

“Oh, certainly,’’ replied the doctor, scorn- 
fully. 

“You knew that it was desired. by Dues- 
trow’s friends that he be found insane?’’ 

“I might have inferred this.’’ 

“What was the pecuniary arrangement?” 

‘None whatever.”’ 

“Have you received no fee?’’ 

“One hundred dollars for expenses.”’ 

“Will you receive a further sum?’ 

y presume so, but the amount I cannot 
tell.’”’ 

Continued questioning along this line 
evoked objections from Gov. Johnson. The 
line was, therefore, slightly changed. 

A FEE AS A BIAS. 
“Would the size of the fee bias you, Doc-

*“You have read the work of the eminent 
authority, Dr. J. K. Bauduy?”’ 

“T have it, but have never read it.’’ 

The experts for the State grinned. 

“You do not know, then, that it says it is 
very dangerous for an expert to have a 
financial interest in a case for fear of bias?’’ 

“I do not.” 

“You remember that Spitzka refused a 
very large fee from the United States Gov- 
ermment on the ground that it might bias 
him to believing Guiteau sane?’’ 

Objection was made to this manner of 
questioning and it stopped. 

The witness had testified on direct exam- 
ination that Duestrow, while in jail, showed 
exceptional cheerfulness. As he had with 
Dr. Simon, Mr. Meriwether started in to 
show by his questioning that it was vicious- 
ness rather than insanity which mede him 
thus careless and happy in demeanor. He 
gaeked the witness if he was familiar with 
the writings of Bruce Thompson, Suregor- 
Gereral of the Scottish Prisons. 

ov. Johnson obiected. He knew how 
Simon had fallen on this point. Bruce 
Thompson had written that Dut three out 
of 30 murderers tn Scottish prisons showed 
any feeling of remorse for their situation. 
The State’s argument by inference was that 
while a Man of refinement might naturally 
be expected to show worry and remorse in 
prison, a2 man with the low crimina! in- 
stincts of Duestrow would not. 

Gov. Johnson argued that Bruce Thomp- 
His client 
he held, was not a criminal. He stood be- 
fore the bar as innocent as any man in the 
court. He wasunder indictment for the kill- 
ing of his wife, but two-thirds of those un- 
der indictment were innocent. 

The criminal claes was just as much 
branded by the hand of God as the insane. 
His afgument was impassioned, eloquent. 
But after a reply from Mr. Meriwether and 
another passionate declaration from the 
leading counsel for the defense, the question 
was allowed. 

Dr. Chaddock argued in reply that he took 
this question into consideration. If he had 
been simulating Duestrow must have felt 
fear and anxiety, for these would have been 
the only motives for his simulation. There 
was no evidence of this fear and anxiety. 

THE TESTS. 

The @¢xamination was next turned to the 
tests made by the witness on the defend- 
ant. The physical tests were first taken 
up. The doctor had written a little pamph- 
let on Duestrow’s condition. This Mr. Meri- 
wether had. It stated that Duestrow’s kid- 
heys weré normal. He admitted that the 
most important tests—that of the urine— 
he had not used. He had said his head was 
a little smaller than the average. He ad- 
mitted that he had not measured it. The 
lawyer expressed surprise that he should 
not have exercised more care. 

“The statement of Duestrow’s physical 
wa ga is approximately correct,’” he 
Said. 

“And your statement of his mental condi-

Dr. .Chaddock insisted that in the inter- 
vening paragraphs the author was talking 
about rare forms of insanity and that the 
word “others” referred to these rare forms. 

The subject of the systematization of 
Duestrow’s delusions ‘was then taken up 
and gone into exténsively. The witnéss ad- 
mitted there might, be cases of. paranoia 
where direct relations Between the different 
vagaries might not be found. Because this 
connection could not te found it could not 
be argued that paranoia did not exist. The 
human mind could’ not be gone .ato. Gen- 
eral observations must be made and the 
general connections noted and deductions 
drawn in this way. On the question of the 

dey heornpy of Duestrow’s insanity, Dr. 

haddock stated that he could notice 
changes in the past three months. He felt 
sure that Duestrow was given toward de- 
mentia. 

The witness further stated that the misin- 
terpretations by the Jawyer of the writings 
of authors was the surest ground for be- 
lief that no lawyer could teach a man to 
sham insanity. He would teach him some 
bookcase, which any expert conild detect. 

HE DEMENTIA FEATURE. 

Turning again to dementia, Mr. Meri- 
wether read from Kraft-Ebing an extract 
to the effect that out of 700 cases he had not 
found one which endéd in démentia. Dr. 
Chaddock declared that Kraft-Ebing meant 
acute dementia. EveryDody. langhed, but 
the doctor stuck to his position. 

Dr. Chaddock made a rather incongruous 
statement when compared with the state- 
ments of his fellow-experts. He declared 
that the memory of paranolacs was some- 
times good, sometimes bad. 

The other experts have held that the mem- 
ory was universally od. Again as to 
systematization, the witness said this word 
must not be misconstrued: it was not nec- 
essary that every little delusion should be 
connected. 

Dr. Chaddock did not agree with Mawds- 
ley in the statement that paranoia is 
nothing but depraved morals: He was very 
sorry to hear of it, he sald, beeause it 
lowered his opinion of the great English au- 
thor. Mr. Meriwether read an extract from 
the author, wherein it stated that sélf-in- 
dulgence was the key-tlote to the paran- 
olac’s character, that it was perverted mor- 
als, rather than perverted mentality, which 
affected him. 

Turning to the examimations by the wit- 
ness of Duestrow the former stated that 
he had examined the man perhaps ten 
times, always during the day. 

“So, this was a sort of daytime insanity, 
was it?’’ 

‘“‘No, sir; an all-the-time insanity.” 

Following this came examination tend- 
ing Se difficult it-.is Mr. ret 
s on. e@ was.pead.by.Mr. Meri- 
wether showing that? Spek Mine Jot thed 
most eminent of German experts,was fooled 
for six months. Dr. Chaddock was asked if 
he thought in the light of this case he ought 
to be so positive. He still insisted, however, 
that he could not be mistaken about Dues- 
trow and declined to discuss the German 
case. 

Dr. Mertwether then declared he would 
read a case from Dr. Bauduy’s work. Coun- 
sel for defense objected, but the court ruled 
it admissible. The Bauduy case, however, 
was laid over until Dr. Bauduy himself 
should be put on the stand.

At this point in the examination the hour 
having arrived, Mr. Meriwether requested 
of.Judge Hirzel that an adjournment be 
taken for dinner. The Judge refused the re- 
quest and declared that he would not ad-

LAST EVENING’S TESTIMONY. 

Yesterday afternoon Judge Hirzel broke 
his rule and in response to the urgent ap- 
peals from counsél on both. sides and in- 
stead of sitting until 6 o’clock adjourned 
court at 6 o’clock for two hours. At 7 o’clock 
Dr. John C. King of Sullivan, Mo., was put 
upon the stand. He reiterated the oft-re- 
peated testimony of the country practition- 
ers who have been put on by the defense, 
that in his opinion Duestrow was insane. 

Dr. James H. Helm of Spring Bluff testi- 
fied that he knew Duestrow at the Mis- 
souri Medical Céllege, when both were 
students. He saw more or less of him until 
March, 1892, when the witness left St. Louis. 
Witness went to see Duestrow at request of 
Prosecuting Attoruey Belte.of Franklin 
County: last January. He noticed that his 
disposition was entirely changed. He was 
bouyant, talkative and nonsensical in his 
manner and conversation. In the witness’ 
opinion he was insane.On cross-eamination 
the witness admitted that he had never 
had much, if any, experience with. mental 
diseases. The reason for his nét testifying 
for the State the witness said, was that 
when spo to after his visit to Duestrow 
he had not made up his mind as to what he 
thought and that he did not think it worth 
while to testify against such men as Drs.

The W.C. T. U. Type Presented 
to the Woman’s Congress. 


WANTED—THE NEW MAN, 


Miss Carrie Lee Carter Defines the 
Ideals of the Temperance Woman 
and the Equal Suffrazist. 


Young women were strongly in evidence 
in the opening of the second and last day’s 
session of the Mississippi Valley Congress 
of Women. The audience was smallér than 
on the opening day. Some of,the delegates 


were on the shopping tour announced yes- 
terday, others were satisfied after the triple 
session of the opening day. 

If all the young women present and wear- 
ing the yellow badge are advocates of equal 
suffrage there will be a number of 
converts to the cause among the rising gen- 
eration of males, for beauty ts an irresist- 
ible argument, 

Mrs. Ingalls called the convention to 
order promptly at 10 o’clock, and devotional 
exercises were led by Mrs. Kate Newton 
and Mrs. H. H. Wagner offered prayer. 
During the exercises the auditorium filled 
up and the attendance was fully as large as 
on Thursday, when Mrs. Maria I. Johnston 
arose to explain the ‘“‘Methods of Study in 
Chart Clubs.”” Mrs. Johnston outlined the 
work of the local chart classes in the study 
of history, art and literature. 

Mrs. Mary F. Pitts of the Colored W. C. 
T. U. spoke next on ‘‘What Women Can do.” 
She said education meant learning to think, 
women were being widely educated and had 
learned to think for themselves. The result 
was a conscionsness of equality with man 
and a desire to break down the old barrier 
of supposed inferiority. 

Mrs. M..E. Golladay, who was assigned 
the subject of “Harvest Time,” gave a 
practical talk on the necessities of equal 
suffrage as the root of the successful solu- 
tion of the temperance question. She de- 
precated discussion that did not result in 
action. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Golladay’s re- 
marks State President Clara 8. Hoffman 
said that this Congress to accomplish 
some good should form a regular organiza- 
tion for this section of the country, to be an 
auxiliary to the National Women’s Council. 
Miss Anthory, she said, had suggested to 
her the formation of the central body, as 
well as a third organization on the Pacific 
Slope. To put the matter in definite shape, 
Mrs. Hoffman moved that the convention

falley Council of Women. Mrs. Minor 
Merriwether seconded the motion. 

On motion of Miss Robbins the debate on 
the motion was postponed until after Rev.

Fire Department Horses Vietims of the 
Greed of Grain Men. 


The Fire Department has lost several val- 
uable horses in a peculiar manner. After 
a severe gallop to a fire the horses have laid 
down, and in a short time expired. The 
reason for this was not known until a post- 
mortem was held, when the stomachs of 


several horses were found full of undi- 
gested wheat and barley.

Whereas, The Democratic party, from its 
organization, has always na party of 
bimetallism, declaring that the redemp- 
tion money of the country and the basis 
of all currency and paper credits should be 
both gold and silver, and that such metals 
should be coined at the ratio of 16 to 1, and, 

Whereas, Since its declaration of such 
position at the Democratic State Conven- 
tion in May, 1894, the agitation upon this 


subject throughout the land has become 


constant and widespread, now 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That in order 
that the Democracy of Missouri may define 
its views upon the money question before 
the people of the State and Nation, the 
Democratic State Committee is hereby re- 
quested to call a State Convention to meet 
at some central and accessible place at as 
early date as practicable, not later than 
August 1, 1895, for the purpose of such defini- 
tion and declaration.

NO FEAR OF RUSSIA. 
‘Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Several members 
of the Cabimet in talking about Japan’s 
chances when hostilities began, expressed 
fear that the European powers, especially 
Russia, would not allow the Island Empire 
to materially profit by its conquests. That 
fear was regarded groundless at the Japan- 
ese Legation, where it has all along been 
intimated that a thorough understanding 
existed between Japan and Russia, which 
would amount to co-operation if England 
or Germany should undertake to interfere 
with Japan in the hour of victory or any 
‘other time. It is still maintained there 
that no serious trouble will be caused by 
Russia. 

The position of the Administration is 
now, as it has been, that the United States 
shall not interevene in the Eastern situ- 
ation. The good offices of this country are 
always to be had when requested by one 
contending power and accepted by another; 
but the policy not to volunteer them is 
strictly maintained. 

The only thing feared by Japan is said to 
be that the Chinese, influenced by threat- 
ened Russian interferences, may refuse to 
ratify the peace convention and the war will 
thus be _ Seres ge To prevent such a re- 
sult, the United States, it is believed, inti- 
mated to the Chinese Government that the 
interests of China will be best served by 
promptly accepting the peace conditions. 


FUENTES PUT IN IRONS.

GOV. STONE'S WEAKEST MESSAGE. 


Yesterday’s Post-Dispatch cofitained a 
copy of the resolutions adopted by the 
House of Representatives in 1893 and 
again in 1895, expressing the opinion of 
that body that railroad property in this 
State is undervalued. 

The resolution of 1895 was a call upon 
the Governor, as the. principal member 
of the State Board of Equalization, to 
explain why, when the Board found it 
necessary to increase the taxable wealth 
of Missouri, it placed an additional value 
upon the farm property, “instead of in- 
creasing the taxable wealth of the rail- 
roads until railroad property shall bear 
its equitable share of taxation, as di- 
rected to do by the resolution passed by 
the House of Representatives in 1893?" 

In response to this call Gov. Stone 

made an elaborate and ingenious argu- 
ment to show that the Board had under- 
taken to meet the sentiment of the House 
and that it had, in some instances, in- 
creased assessments on several of the 
railroad lines. But it was the weakest 
public document that Gov. Stone ever put 
forth and is open to the criticism which 
weakness begets. 
‘Tt is interesting to note, moreover, that 
nowhere in the message did Gov. Stone 
declare it to be his opinion that the rail- 
road properties of this State are assessed 
at their true relative value in comparison 
with other property. And if he had so 
declared it would not have been true, as 
the Post-Dispatch proposes to show.

COMPTROLLER ECKELS’ CHALLENGE. 


When Comptroller Eckels in his De- 
troit speech accused the free-silver men 
of attempting to revolutionize the 
country’s monetary system he consciously 
or unconsciously uttered a falsehood. 

Comptroller Eckels knows or ought to 
know that the free-silver men simply de- 
mand that the country return to the 
monetary system which served it so well 
for nearly a century and which it was 
entrapped into abandoning by the rep- 
resentatives of the money power, They 
demand the restoration of bimetallism, | 
the equal coinage and use of gold and 
silver, the hard money of Democracy and 
of the constitution. 

The assertion of Mr. Eckels that the 
restoration. of this monetary system by 
the United States would result in silver 
monometallism is a mere assumption 
and is disproved by the experience of 300 
years, in which gold and silver were 
maintained side by side on a practical 
parity as the money metals of the com- 
mercial world. 

But Mr. Eckels announces himself a 
gold monometallist and challenges the 
free-coinage men as silver monometallists, 
The free-coinage men are willing to ac- 
cept his challenge. They are willing to 
abide by the issue upon his own terms. 
As between silver monometallism, which 
would lighten the burden of the debts 
of every State, county, municipality, 
corporation, producer and business 
man in the eountry and benefit every 
industrial and commercial! interest, and 
gold monometallism, which benefits no- 
bedy but the money-lenders of Europe 
and the East, they prefer silver monomet- 
allism. 

As a matter of fact, however, they are 
for neither gold monometallism nor silver 
monometallism, but for honest bimetal- 
lism.

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“ANARCHIST” ALTGELD. 


Gov. Altgeld has again committed an 
unpardonable offense in the eyes of plu- 
tocracy by calling attention to the funda- 
mental similarity between big and little 
stealing. 

One of the reasons he assigned for the 
pardon of young Hilliard, who was con- 
victed of embezzling $8,000 from the 
Chicago Tribune, was that the young 
man’s moral perception had been blunted 
by the knowledge that the corporation for 
which he worked had beaten the State 
out of thousands of dollars annually in 
rent and taxes. 

This is dangerous doctrine. If rich 
and powerful individuals and managers 
of combines and corporations, whp by 
the skillful use of money and influence 
rob the State and plunder the public, 
are to be placed on the same plane as 
their overworked employes who steal a 
few hundreds or thousands, society will 
be overturned and there will no longer be 
any reward for energy and brains ap- 
plied to the accumulation of the wealth 
of others.

As usual the gentleman starts out by 
saying that the advocates of free coinage 
are fools and knaves. He ane "There are, 
of course, a good many intelligent men who 
are knaves, and there are a any 
honest men who are very ignorant, and 
from these two classes there may be prob- 
ably a very few who would go in for the 
16 to 1 notion.” This statement is a very 
frequent one with our gold standard mono- 
metallists; and they seem to regard it as 
a great argument against the policy of free 
coinage. It, however, reminds one of the 
saying that it is very pleasant and consol- 
ing to call your neighbor a fool because it 
takes away that lonesome feeling as it 
were, 

He then goes on to say he is in favor of 
using both metals, but that such use must 
be in accord with the demand of the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1892: That if gold and 
silver dollars are to be used, they must be 
‘of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
and that at the present ratio of 16 to 1 such 
a thing is impossible, as the silver in the 
silver dollar is only worth 50 cents. This 
is the usual statement of those who oppose 
free coinage and by them is considered 
another strong argument.against it. 

Now, it is true, that the silver dollar, as 
measured by cne appreciatea gold dol- 
lar, is only worth about 50 cents; but to 
what is this due? From 1792, when our mon- 
etary system was formulated, until 1873, 
when silver was demonetized and made 
mere token money, the silver dollar was pef- 
fectly equal in both exchangeable and in- 
trinsic value with the gold dollar; and at 
times was even at a premium as compared 
with it. For the first forty-two years of 
this period the ratio was 15d 1, instead of 
16 to 1 as it is now, and has been since 1534; 
with @t material difference, however, that 
up to 1873, we had free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver, and in this dif- 
ference lies the explanation of the fact that 
the silver dollar as compared with the gold 
is only worth 50 cents. 

This fact seems tu be entirely overlooked 
by Mr.DeForrest, as it is by all opponents of 
‘tree coinage. 

Restore sifver to its rightful place as an 
equal with the gold at the mints, and this 
difference in value between them will soon 
vanish. This is proven by the history of 
our monetary system from 179% to 1873, and 
also by common sense.

ST, GEORGE'S HALF CENTURY 


Preparations for Observance of the 
Fiftieth Anniversary. 


St. George’s Parish will observe the anni- 
versary of its establishment in the pretty 
chapel, Olive street and Pendleton avenue, 
next Sunday. Rector Robert A. Holland 
will preach a historical sermon, reviewing 
the parish’s half-century history. 

Next Thursday evening the ladies of the 
parish will hold a jubilee reception in the 
church parlors. 

When Kemper Coiliege failed in 1845 the 


friends of Rev. E. Carter Hutchinson, Pres- 
ident of the institution, anxious to keep him 
in St. Louis, organized St. George’s Parish, 
he was chosen rector and John O'Fallon, 
Harry Geiger, William Milburn, Thomas 
Shore, James Henry, Josephus W. Hall and 
Josiah Minor, vestrymen. For two years 
morning services were held in a school- 
house on Sixth street, and evening services 
fn the Methodist Church on Fifth street. 
A church Was built on Locust street near 
Seventh, and dedicated April 13, 1847. In 
1851 Rev. 8. G. Gassaway of Georgetown, 
D. C., was chosen assistant rector. The 
next year Mr. Hutchinson resigned because 
of a controversy over the defunct Kemper 
College. Three years later he organized 
Trinity Parish: Mr. Gassaway became rec- 
tor of St. George's. Feb. 16, 1854, he was 
killed in the explosion of the Alton packet, 
near the St. Louis wharf. His successors 
were Rev. William Colvin Brown, T. A. 
Hopkins, Eaward F. Berkley and Robert A. 
Holland of Baltimore. The latter was first 
called Jan. 1, 1872, Snes gr, 8 Nov. 1, 1879, to 
take charge of Trinity urch, Chicago. 
Later he went to New Orleans. e was 
succeeded at St. George’s by Rev. John Ful- 
ton, but in 1887 again became rector of St. 
George's. 

The Beaumont street church was first oc- 
cupied Easter Sunday, 1874. In 1889 fire de- 
&troyed it. and it was decided to sell the 
property and erect the present chapel. As 
a result of a controversy some members re- 
signed and formed the Church of the Re- 
deemer on Pine street.

SCORED A GREAT HIT. 


Rejane Warmly Received on Her First 
Appesrarice in St. Louis. 
Rejane is said to be a perfect embodiment 
of the typical Parisienne. 
The Parisietine, as seen through her, is 
the modern possessor of the gift of Argive 


Helen—te be all things to all, to each his 
heart’s desire. Rejane defies an analysis. 
Her charm lies in an alluring elusiveneds. 

The Actress that has haa Paris at her 
feet for two decades made her initial ap- 
pearance in St. Louis at the Grand Opera- 
house last night. The play was Sardou’s. 
“Mme. Sans-Gene,"’ the story of a Mme. 
Free and Easy, who washed for the great 
Napoleon when hé was a poor captain, 
married a sergeant who afterwards be- 
came a@ marshal of France and sét the 
court in an uproar by retaining the médn- 
ners, as well as the virtues, of a bianchis- 
seuse after becoming a lady of rank. Mme. 
Sans-Gene is a mercurial creature, honest 
withal, always sincere, quick to laughter 
and tears, true to her lover, sympathetic, 
quickwitted, one moment careless and free 
as a girl of the pavement, the next a pér- 
sonification of the dignity growing out of 
pure womanhood. 

French playwrights have measured the 
height and depth of Rejane’s genius and 
manufactured plays to frit her talents, as 
dressmakers have studied her figtire for the 
creation of their art. Sardou’s genius 
grasped the whole comedie humaine afd 
compressed the gamut of human experience 
into’’Mme. Sans-Gene’’. [t is the history ofa 
woman from the gutter to the foot of a 
throne. 

There are thirty-six speaking parts in the 
comedy, yet all are perfectly subordinated. 
iven the great Napoleox, passionate, rest- 
less, oOvérbearing, splendidiy portrayed by 
an able actor, M. Duquesne, failed to rise 
above a secondary part. No wonder Rejane 
finds in Sardou’s heroine her favorite part. 

Like the great Bernhardt, Rejane’s at- 
tractiveness depends on art and art aione. 
Not one feature of her face could be called 
beautiful unless it be the eyes, blue in 
laughter, black in longing—éyes, as the 
French put it, “pour le perdu, de son &me,”’ 
not to speak of the effect on others. Her 
nose perks saucily in the air, her teeth are 
unmentionable, her mouth when in motion, } 
is any and all things; in repose—but it never 
is in repose. Her hair is red gold, of the 
shade beloved by Hennér, ahd surmounts a 
well-shaped head, poised on a swan-like 
neck. A slender, opulent form, fitted to cat- 
like creeping or dramatic pose, completes 
this wondertul creature, the embodiment of 
modern art. 

The secret of Rejane’s art lies in its near 
approach to perfect naturalness. Horace 
would have found her the exemplar of his 
principle that.it is the function of art to 
conceal art. Her stage presence néver be- 
gets a consciousness of thé artificial. Her 
make-up and manner wére that of the 
laundress when she sailed on the stage 
during the prologue and told in delicious 
argot her street adventure with the ser- 
geant. The large hips, square shoulders, 
ample skirts, the walk, the gestures were 
those of the working class. 

In the succeeding act the scene with the 
dancing-master and later her excruciatin 
experience with her first court train ant 
fine were dofie with delicious awkwardnéss 
that was the highest art. In the scenes with 
Napoleon she was the Parisienne, daring, 
but perfettly sure ef herself. The dramatic 
climaxes were reached with an absence of 
effort that almost left an impression of 
coldness, 

When all has been seen and said the 
memory of Rejane will remain as a woman 
with a voice that could say all things per- 
fectly and a manner indefinably attractive. 
An American writer once sai dof a woman 
that she had hell in her eyés and héaven in 
her voice. He must have seen Rejane. 

“Mme. Sans-Gene’’ is a one-character 
play, déspite the presence of Napoleon. It 
acks the dramatic vigor of Sardou’s other 
productions. It is a story hung together to 
display one character and the other parts 
—~ in to furnish her opportunities. The 
dialogue is full of brightness. The comedy 
of the court scenes is especially brilliant, 
but the effect is lost oh an American au- 
dience, unused alike to the Slang of the 
court eircle and the boulévard. 

Parel has surrounded the star with a 
company of capable players. Duquesne, 
Conde and Gilde aré worthy of special men- 
tion as finished actors, e stage mount- 
ings are adequate and the production in 
every way a hotable one.

KRURGER WILL DIB 
Dr. Bernays Considers His Chance of 
Recovery Very Slight. 


Harry Krueger, the victim of Emil Vor- 
hauer, will die. He is suffering from con- 
tinued high fever and Dr. A. C. Bernays, 
jattending physician, considers: his condi- 


tion too dangerous to admit of probing for 
tthe ball. 

The right lung, which was penetrated by 
one ball, continues to bleed, The patient’s 
rest has been broken and he is hourly 
growing weaker. His mother and other 
members of the Krueger family despair of 
his recovery and the physician can only 
‘hope for the abatement of the fever long 
enough to admit of the removal of the 
bullet. The wound in the hip serves to 
complicate matters. 

Vorhauer is setting up self-defense. He 
will be confronted, when the case comes to 
trial, by three or four witnesses who will 
testify that he laid in wait for Krueger in 
the alley across the street from the latter’s 
home for over half an hour. An éye-witness 
to the shooting says Vorhauer had his re- 
volver in his hand when he made for his 
victim. Krueger, this man says, saw him 
coming and ran into a narrow passage be- 
tween two houses opposite the alley. The 
fact that the victim was shot twice in the 
back is considered incompatible with Vor- 
hauer’s plea. The prisoner has been posi- 
tively identified by the dying man as his 
assailant. 

Vorhauer is also alleged to have repeatediy 
threatened to kill Krueger, because he had 
testified against him in his suit for divorce. 
Vorhauer’s brothers are also alleged to 
have boasted that Emil would kill Krueger. 
It was Henry Vorhauer, Mrs. Krueger says, 
who offered her son $1,500 to testify against 
his brother’s wife in the divorce suit and he 
was particularly bitter against Krueger. 
The Vorhauer brothers are all wealthy. 
Emil, who did the shooting, owns some 
handsome flats near Twenty-first and Mul- 
lanphy streets, which bring good rents.

HEALTH REPORT. 


Annual Suggestions and Recommen- 
dations Made by Dr. Homan. 

The annual report of Dr. Homan, re- 
tiring Health Commissioner, calls attention 
to the need of additions to.the City Hospital, 
Female Hospital and Poor-house. The re- 
port also repeats the warning of the need 
of action to prevent the pollution of the 
water supply by the prospective sewage 
canal from Chicago, and recommends the 
appointment .of a commission to investigate. 

An isolation hospital for contagious dis- 
eases, within a reasonable distance of the 
city, is recommended, and the abandon- 
ment of the quarantine property, with the 
long haul of patients, which is regarded as 
injurious to the patients and a menace to 
the citizens along the route. It is recom- 
mended that if abandoned for present pur- 
poses, the quarantine property be devoted to 
Poor-house uses. 

Legislation as to milk and dairies is re- 
commended, giving the Health Department 
control of the work and a better system of 
meat inspection.

NARROW ESCAPE OF OTHERS. 


Three Mills of the American Powder 
Co. at South Acton Destroyed 
in Fifteen Minutes. 


sOUTH ACTON, Mass., May %8—This 
morning one of the powder mills of Ameri- 
ean Powder Company here blew up.
